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Moyne  Rice  Smith,  whose  wonderful  understand- 
ing of  the  importance  of  "Make-Believe"  in  the 
lives*  of  "Cowboys",  "Mummies"  and  "Space  Rang- 
ers" of  assorted  ages,  shapes  and  sizes  has  made  the 
every-day  world  come  to  life  for  hundreds  of  Junior 
Princetonian*.  As  founder  and  director  of  the  Jun- 
ior Community  Players,  who  this  week  with 
Audree  Estey's  Ballet  Groups  are  sharing  the  spot- 
light in  the  McCarter  production  of  "The  Sleeping 
Beauty."  Mrs.  Smith  has  succeeded  in  developing 
an  "institution"  few  communities  ever  possess — a 
Children's  Theatre  with  "children  creating  their 
own  plays  in  their  own  way." 

Starting  with  the  premise  that  "all  children  are 
actors,"  whether  the.v  are  fresh  home  from  the 
circus,  or  are  producing  individualized  versions  of 
"Let's  Play",  Mrs.  Smith,  a  resident  of  Princeton 
for  the  past  eight  years,  launched  her  experiment 
in  1946  under  Group  Arts  sponsorship  in  the  base- 
ment of  Miss  Fine's  School.  Months  later,  with  the 
Community  Players'  acquisition  of  Avalon  solving 
the  space-problems,  she  issued  the  first  call  for  any 
interestec^  child.  "A  dozen  or  so  were  expected": 
some  200  actually  reported  for  the  organization  that 
remains  open  to  one  and  all  but  is  now  necessarily 
restricted  to  below-high  school  classes. 

At  the  outset,  even  for  a  volunteer  director- 
teacher-producer  of  her  ability  and  enthusia.sm,  the 
Junior  Players  constituted  a  seemingly  impossible 
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assignment,  for  their  groups  met  six  afternoons  a 
week  and  skilled  assistants  wore  at  a  premium. 
Gradually,  however,  volunteer  help  materialized 
and  a  series  of  workshop  productions — financed  by 
ten-cent  admission  fees  from  non-members — proved 
that  in  Mrs.  Smith's  interpretation  of  creative  dra- 
matics, with  their  emphasis'  on  "imaginative  fun 
and  freedom,"  it  is  feasible  to  substitute  genuine 
interest  for  heavy-handed  discipline. 

A  45-year  old  native  of  Oskaloosa,  Kansas,  and  a 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  "English  Major"  at  the  University 
of  Kansas,  Mrs.  Smith  has  been  absorbed  with 
things  theatrical  since  grade-school  days.  She 
taught,  acted  in  summer  stock  and  directed  chil- 
dren's dramatics  while  studying  at  the  American 
Academy  of  Dramatic  Arts  and  gaining  her  mas- 
ter's degree  at  Western  Reserve  University.  She 
later  "lived  and  breathed  theater"  in  and  around 
New  York  City  for  a  period  of  six  years  and,  follow- 
ing her  niarriage  in  19138,  found  time  to  organize  in 
Redding,  Conn.,  a  delightfully  informal  and  typi- 
cally Smithian  dramatic  group  for  children. 

For  making  one  of  the  most  significant  contribu- 
tions of  the  post-war  era  to  the  well-being  and 
pleasures  of  a  host  of  young  Princetonians;  for  sup- 
plementing normal  educational  processes  with 
worthwhile  group  undertakings;  for  giving  chil- 
dren rare  opportunities  to  be  children;  .she  is

\olving  neighborly  living  give  way 
to  considerations  of  becoming  ac- 
((uainted  with  the  inhabitants  of 
whatever  planets  it  might  reach. 

Dr.  Lyman  Spitzer,  Jr..  chair- 
man of  Princeton  University's  De- 
partment of  Astronomy,  who  was 
among  those  attending  the  session, 
was  reported  by  The  New  York 
Times  as  taking  a  distinctly  hope- 
ful view  of  space  ship  possibilities. 
Among  his  suggestions  for  the  fu- 
ture was  a  space  ship  which  would 
enable  man  to  hop  from  an  earthly 
satellite  to  those  that  attend  other 
(jlanets  in  the  solar  system.  To 
eliminate  dangers  of  radiation,  Dr. 
Spitzer  suggested  building  the  ship 
in  two  parts  —  a  pilotless  engine 
room  antj  a  light  control-car  which 
would  hold  the  crew  and  which 
would  be   towed   by  a  cable  60-oUi 

Tht'  Times  goes  on  to  say: 

"Dr.  Spitzer  saw  no  possibility 
of  landing  and  taking  off  from  a 
major  planet  with  such  a  two-piece 
craft.  If  we  wanted  to  spend  bil- 
lions in  the  necessary  research.  Dr. 
Spitzer  thought  we  could  ultimate- 
ly build  a  10  000-ton  space  ship 
which  would  be  driven  by  a  2.000,- 
000  horsepower  atomic  pile. 

"Thousands  could  be  carried  in 
such  a  vessel.  Other  solar  systems 
could  be  visited  in  the  course  of 
centuries.  Whole  generations  would 
be  born  in  interplanetary  space  and 
learn  how  to  continue  a  journey 
begun  by  their  ancestors.  Aero- 
nauts" The  Times  concludes, 
"shrink  from  nothing." 

Being  essentially  a  simple-mind- 
ed soul,  we  are  just  as  glad  we 
aren't  confi-onted  with  the  choice 
of  living  in  such  an  age.  We  figure 
we  can  run  the  car  for  a  while 
knger  without  benefit  of  atomic 
energy,  and  we've  always  sub- 
scribed to  the  belief  that,  in  gen- 
eral, people  are  more  fun  than  any- 
body. If  the  Ru.ssians  will  come  to 
look  at  it  that  way  in  time,  the 
sjiace  ships  can  depart  without  us.

Let's  Have  a  Picnic!  Whether 
><iu  e;it  in  your  own  back  yard  oi 
down  by  the  lake,  you'll  do  well  to 
jtoke  around  the  stores  to  seo 
what's  new  this  «;eason. 

At  Uiken's,  27  Witherspoon,  you 
ran  buy  a  rack  called  a  Basket 
Broiler.  At  flrst  glance,  it  looks  like 
the  usual  picnic  hamburger  griller 
with  a  long  handle.  Actually,  it's 
an  adjustable  wire  basket.  You 
make  a  wide  s(>ace  between  top  and 
bottom,  put  in  a  cut-up  chicken  (»r 
severnl  ears  of  corn,  lock  the  lop 
shut  and  hold  your  meal  over  tho 
fire  until  done.  Costs  $2.95. 

Shish  kebab  fans  can  buy  foui 
15-inch  skewers  (lethal  looking 
things!),  each  one  twisted  slightly 
to  hold  the  meat  more  lirmly.  Reci- 
pes for  shish  kebab,  barbecued 
iamb,  and  veal  sati  come  with  ihiN 
set.  Another  barbecue  item — this 
one  only  98  cents— is  a  regular  spit, 
heavy  enough  to  spear  a  small 
chicken.  It  has  a  wooden  hantllo 
and  a  flat  sharp  blade  about  twu 
feet  long. 

Like  salad  on  a  picnic?  We  do. 
Seems  to  us  that  the  Salad-Aid  is 
just  what  its  name  says  it  is.  For 
$1.98,  you  get  a  six-inch  birch  chop- 
ping block  and  wooden-handled 
chopper.  Turn  the  block  over  and 
there's  a  mortar,  scooped  out  of  the 
other  side.  The  chopper's  wooden 
handle  becomes^your  pestle,  so  you 
can  mash  up  garlic  and  herbs  and 
chop  your  greens  all  with  one  set 

Urken's  famous  cookie  wheel  is 
back  again,  by  the  way.  That's  the 
rotating  cutter  that  cuts  out  si.\ 
different  cookie  shapes  each  about 
one  and  a  half  inches  in  diameter. 
For  $1.10. 

Blow  Hot,  Blow  Cold.  Don'f  gn 
away  because  we're  still  on  thai 
picnic.  Luttmann's  at  132  Nassau, 
has  the  Skotch-Kooler,  a  big  metal 
pail  about  18  inches  high  and  in 
inches  across,  with  red  scotch  (we 
can  spell  it  even  if  the  pail-maker 
can't  t  plaid  painted  all  over  the 
outside  and  the  top.  Fibreglass  lin- 
ing keeps  hot  or  cold. 

This  big  pail  (don't  let  that  word 
mislead  you;  it's  a  handsome  con- 
tainer) will  keep  a  gallon  of  ice 
cream  hard  without  ice  for  two  to 
three  hours.  You  can  leave  it  on 
your  stoop  for  the  milkman  to  put 
milk  in  when  hot  weather  comes. 
We  think— but  don't  wail  to  Lutt- 
mann's if  we're  wrong — you  could 
c\en  use  it  as  a  picnic  stool,  it's  thai 
>.turdy.  Costs  only  $7.95,  too. 

Another  container,  also  insulated 
with  fibreglass,  is  made  like  a  little 
suitcase.  Fire-engine  red  vinyl  plas- 
tic, stitched  in  white,  it's  lined  with 
[iliable  yellow  plastic.  You  can  wash  " 
out  this  lining,  too.  in  case  you  for- 
got lo  screw  the  top  on  the  pickle 
jar. 

This  bag  is  designed  for  actual 
travel,  and  it  will  keep  things  hot 
or  cold  for  six  to  eight  hours. 
(Note:  it  does  not  look  like  a  dia- 
per bag;  even  husbands  could  cai  ry 

Luttmann's  has  a  utility  bag  in 
plaid,  too,  but  it's  not  insulated, 
What  it  looks  like  is  a  big,  gaudy 
shopping  bag.  Leather  zip  top. 
leather  bottom.  Costs  $24  with  tax.
